April, page 4 

The Japanese school year begins in April. In principle, 
this coincides with the blooming of the cherry trees, which 
are a common symbol of youth and school life. 



Faculty Room, page 5 

In Japanese high schools, teachers 
typically do not have their own offices, 
but share a single large room where they 
do their work and prepare for classes. 
The Faculty Room is open to students 
who need to talk to a specific teacher. 



Class 1-B, page 9 

That is, year 1, class B. 
Students in Japanese high 
schools are assigned to a single 
home room (A, B, etc.) where 
they stay during the day for all 
classes except gym. It is the 
teachers, not the students, who 
go from room to room for each 
class. 



Dullahan, page 11 

The dullahan is a headless 
horseman out of Irish mythology. 
They can be harbingers of death. 



Snow Woman, page 12 

The snow woman, or yuki-onna, has been a part of 
Japanese legend from antiquity. Often appearing in a 
blizzard, this woman with snow-white skin sometimes 
kills those who encounter her. The snow woman also 
features in one of the stories in Lafcadio Hearn’s 
Kwaidan, where she spares a young man on the 
promise that he will never tell anyone of their meeting. 
The name Yuki means “snow.”

A city on the coast of 
Honshu across from the 
island of Shikoku, far 
south of Tokyo.

Hikari 
has coined a simple 
nickname for Kyoko 
by doubling two of the 
sounds in her name. 
Yukkii (page 112) follows 
the same pattern. 


First Train, Last Train, 
page 87 

Times vary by day and 
location, but in general, the 
first train runs at around 
5:00 in the morning, while 
the last may run at 
midnight or 1:00 a.m. 




Kaki-peanuts, page 93 

A common bar snack in Japan. 
Contains peanuts and small, crescent¬ 
shaped bits of rice cracker (often a 
little spicy). 


Idol, page 100 

Idols, now ubiquitous in the Japanese music scene, are 
pop stars who are recruited at a young age for their looks 
and public image, and developed by a talent agency into a 
group with mass-market appeal. Many idols start out in high 
school, so though these girls are just being mean, Yuki is at 
the right age for it.

Takoyaki are balls of octopus meat, 
fried up in a special mold and served 
piping hot.
